This document contains 99 exercises from the 1971*72 
social studies assessment. The intended audience is researchers vho 
need detailed information about the exisrcises and state and local 
educators vhc i^ant to use the National Assessment of Educaticnal 
Progress (RAEPt exercises in their ovn assessment programs. The 
document includes a copy of the exercise, complete documentation 
about administration and scoring procedures, and the national 
percentage'results.^. The exercises are classified according to the 
three broad area's of attijbudes, knowledges, and skills* They are 
either multiple choice, sliort answer (one or two words up to several 
sentences!, or longer answers (paragraph or more)*. In the 1971-72 
assessment of social studies, 9*year-^olds, 13-^year-^olds, 17*year-olds 
and young adults aged 26-35 were asked a variety of questions 
designed to measure achievement of five broad educational objectives 
in sccial studies. These objectives are (1) that Americans should 
have'curiosity about human affairs: (2) that they should use 
analytic*scientif ic prccedures effectively: (3) that they should be 
sensitive to creative*intuitive methods of explaining the human 
condition; that they should have knowledge relevant to th^ majqr 
ideas and concerns of social' scientists: and (5) that they shculd 
have a reasoned commitment to the values that sustain a free society*

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There are a total of -99 exercises that were released after 
the 1971-72 social studies assessment.^ National* Assessment 
often talks about the released exercises in terms of /'unique^' ^ 
and "overlap" axercis^s. A unique exercise is oixe that was * " 
administered to only one ^ge level; for example, only 9-year- 
olds. An overlap exercise is one that was administered to ' 
more than one age level; for example, to both 9*- and IS'-year- 
olds* An overlap exercise enables one to make data compari*- 
sons between two or more age levels *for the same exercise ta£;:. 

The table below shows the various combinations o£ unique and 
overlap exercises across the four age levels. The Line No. 
, column on th^ left'^is for explanatory purposes only.- For *exam- 
pie, 27' exercises (Line No. i) were administered to g-year^-olds 
only* Two (2) exercises (Line No* 2) were administered to 13- 
year-olds only. Line No*s 1-4 represent the unique exercises. 

Now look at Line No. 5. Three (3) exercises were administered 
to 9- and 13- year-olds' — thus, these are overlap exercises. 
Line No.' 7 shows that there were 11 exercises that were adminis 
tered to all four age levels. 

'tine No. 11 shows the total number of exercises that » were ad- 
ministered to each. age. The sum of these four figures will 
not be equal to the total 99 released ej,'.ercisfes bec?.us<,5 of the 
overlap situation described above.

The released social studies exercises are classified according 
to three broad areas, i.e. attitudes, knowledges and skills. The 
table on the next page shows the exercise coverage for each of 
these arsas. The table also provides information on type of ad- 
ministration and scoring as well as administration time (expressed 
in total minutes and seconds). 

For example, if one were on\Y interested in assessing the "skill" 
type exercises for 13-year-olds that were group adm-inistered and 
multiple-choice scored, there would be 11 exercises to review. 
The total administration time for these 11 exercises would ,be 16 
minutes and 28 seconds. 

An asterisk (*) in the table under the time column means no timing 
information is available. For the in-school ages the asterisk 
would apply to individually administered exercises where no; paced 
tape was used. For adults, all exercises were administered indi- 
vidually in a one-to-one interview mode. The group administration 
mode means that a tape was used to present the stimulus portion of 
the exercise but no time restriction was placed on .the response 
portion .

^4hen the United States Office of Sducation founded in 1867, one 
charge set befcEre its ccnndssiotier vas to debertnlne the nati<xi*s progress 
in education. Only recently has that century^d charge b^en addressed on 
a systanatic j^y. 13ie work is bfeing dorie by the National Assesan^ of 
BUucatK)nal Progress (NKEP)« 

'Each year siiK::e 1969 has gathered ,census-lilce information abcut 
levels of educational achievement across the country and reported its find* 
ings to the nation* During the first five years of its ^ideavors, National 
Assessment has interviet^ and tested more than 400^000 re^esentative young 
Anericans. Baseline data on the achie^ranent levels of young Americans in 
ei^ learning areas — science/ social studies, music, literature^ reaviing/ 
^aci€2jng, math^tics and citiz(^hip ^ Wve been oollected and reported. 

Each assesarent is the pcoduct of several years warjc by^ a great many 
educators, scholars and lay persons firm all over* the country. Initially, 
^ these people design objectives for each area, proposing general goals that , 
they feel Anericans shcxild be achieving in the course of their educaticwi. 
These goals are reviewed by more people and then passed along to test devel** 
opers, whose task it is to create measurement tools appropriate to the oJbgcc-

VJhen the e^^rcises, pr^>ared by the developers^ have passed e^ctensive 
eviews by subject-matter specialists and measurement experts, th^ are 



adninistered to probability sairples of various pop " itions* The people vAio 

ocrtose those sanples are chosen in such a, way that the results of thair 

assessnient can be generalized to the national population* That is, on the 

beisis of the pfirfornaiice of about 2,500 9-year-olds on a given ecercise, we 

can ge neralize about the probable perfonnance of all 9-year-oMs in the nation* 

Sppraximately 100,000 persons participate annually* 

After assessnent data have been oollected, scxured and analyzed, llatiaia} 

Assesattent publishes re^poaots to present the results as accurately as possible* 

Not all exercise results are released for publicatioi: Beoilase National 

Assesanent vdXl administer some of the same exercises again in the future to -

determine whether the performance levrel of Americans has iir^oved or decl^Jied, 
it is essential that they be kept secure in order to preserve the integrity
